But this 
waa rather inconvenient, for tbe «es 
sel bad to be refilled every day, and it 
was rtither a damp clock at liest, not 
well adajiti'd to stsnd on tbe mantel- 
piece. Working on the principle used 
lu it of reckoning the time by tbe 
amount of space left empty, the idee 
of using Kami, the most fluid of oolids, 
was reaelied.

My home is iu Vicksville, South- 
ampton Go., Va. I am thirty-eight 
years old, and have a family of aix 
children.
